BRITISH SHIPYARDS. 


The Thousand* of Men Employed In 


Them \cross the Water. 


01 marine engineers alone there are 


over 9,000 employed on the Clyde, and 
in the boiler shops slightly over 3,000 
more meji, in the shipyards a full mus- 
ter of fitters, platers, rn eters, calkers, 
carpenters, joiners and laborers would 
add more than 30,000, and over and 
above would have to be included an 
army of draughtsmen, clerks, time- 
keep^rs and counters in proportion. 
These, says a writer in Cassier's Mag- 
azine, are official figures. 


Belfast, wlere no official figures are 


available, may safely be set down as 
employing- 0,000 men, a.ad about half 
that total is the measure of the indus- 
trial activity in one commercial capital 
in Ireland. Taking the extensive re- 
pair work into considei ation, 6,000 men 
represent about the total on the Mer- 
sey, in the rojal dockyaxds at Pem- 
broke, Davenport, Portsmouth, Chat- 
ham and Sheerness, 23,049 men are em- 
ployed, of whom about a third are in 
the engine shops; and on the Thames, 
which is, despite its decadence in ship- 
building, an engineering center, the 
total number of men employed in the 
industry is approximately 8,000—3,000 
shipworkers. and 5,000 engineers. Of

WHAT THE ADMINISTRATION CAN 


DO. 


There are a number of pewter-plated 


gold bugs who assert that President 
MoKinley is kindly disposed towards 
silver and, while not absolutely in 
favor of free coinage, will do what he 
can to get silver into circulation. Pos- 
sibly these apologists for McKinley 
believe what they say and if they do 
they can disabuse their minds of the 
delusion under which they labor by 
enlightening themselves on the silver 
question. 
Under the lawa standard 


dollars are a legal tender for all gov- 
ernment obligations. Every bond is- 
sued by the government and every 
government note in circulation is re- 
deemable in standard dollars of 412}^ 
grains of standard silver. The laws of 
Congress authorize the Secretary of 
the Treasury to redeem those bonds 
and notes with standard dollars, and to 
coin the silver bullion in the various 
mints for that purpose. If President 
McKinley was favorably disposed to- 
ward silver he could order that done, 
and if Secretary Gage would not com- 
ply with the order the President could 
readily find a Secretary wto would. 


It has been said that it' Mr. Bryan 


had been elected he could not do much 
for silver with a gold bug House of 
Representatives dominated 
by Lttr. 


Keed. 
That is a mistake. 
Much 


conld be done for silver by the admin- 
istration without any action by Con- 
gress. The silver bullion in the Treas- 
ury could be coined and when tlio 
agents of the gold trust presented 
greenbacks or Treasury notes the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury conld redeem 
them in silver, or in silver and gold 
coins, at his option. This would pre- 
vent raids on the gold reserve, obviate 
the necessity of running the country 
in debt, when there is plenty of money 
in the Treasury, to replenish the gold 
reserve, and get the silver bullion now 
lying useless in the Treasury, coined 
and circulated. 


If the gold trust was paid one half in 


standard dollars for its obligations by 
the government it would have an ob- 
ject in keeping up the price of silver, 
instead of depressing its market value, 
as it is now doing, and doubtless will 
continue to do so as long as it can 
make money by appresiating the value 
of gold. 


President McKinley can do much for 


silver under existing 'laws without any 
action on the part of Congress, as our 
pewter-plated gold friends can readily 
perceive if they can read and under- 
stand the laws. The great trouble is 
that he doss not want to because the 
gold trust does not desire it, as he rec- 
ognizes the fact that the trusts made 
him President. 


FRA.CT1VAL . SOCIALISM. 


A co-operutive labor colony, built on 


Hues suggested by Debs, has been 
started at Kepner Station, Pa. Tiie 
founders intend adopting the labor 
check system in payment of wages, 
proposing by this to abolish the use of 
coined money throughout the colony, 
and to inaugurate a new era for the 
workingman. 
Schemes of this kind 


have often been essayed but as yet 
there is not one on record that has 
proved a success. 
Eminent men— 


Marks, Engels, Lasalle and Bodbertus 
—raved for years along this line and 
proposed innumerable schemes, but 
whea put to the test their plans have 
always gone to the wall. For the take 
of the colonists we hope their depart- 
ure will be a success, but if not, it will 
prove a precious morsel for pessimists 
and orthodox economists to roll abuut 
with their tongues.

A few weeks ago when it was an- 


nounced in Eastern cities that in the 
neighborhood of 30,000 Endeavorer tix- 
oursionistg would take advantage of 
the low rate and visit California the 
announcement was greeted 
with a 


smile, as it was then thought next to 
an impossibility to transport so many 
people within a limited time over a 
single track. 
Traffic and transporta- 


tion men on Eastern trunk 
lines 


waited to see what the. Southern 
Pacific Company intended to do and 
some of them looked knowing and said 
the company could not handle the 
traffic. ' 


In the 
meantime the 
Southern 


Pacific people were quietly arranging 
to handle twice the number of passen- 
gers estimated if necessity required it 
and to carry them over the Central 
Pacific system without any great loss 
of time or discomfort to the travelers. 


As a railroad feat it is unparalleled. 


Eastern roads prate about their doable 
tracks, cannon-ball trains, etc, but not 
one of them can show a record of carry- 
ing 25,000 passengers within the space 
of four days on a single track without 
an accident to a passenger or a train- 
man,through any fault of the company, 
a broken wheel, rail or hot bo x during 
the limited time. Seventy-four passen- 
ger trains left Ogden for San Francisco 
from the 1st to the 7th of July inclu- 
sive in which there were 838 cars, ex- 
clusive of mail, baggage and dining 
cars.maktng 651 coaches for passengers 
carrying 24,800 out of Ogden. 


It is true that the trains traveled 


slowly, but Mr. Wright of the Sacra- 
mento and Mr. Agler of tho Ogden end 
were buth determined that no accident 
should occur through any confusion on 
the road between Ogdeu and Sacra- 
mento and they instructed their sub- 
ordinates accordingly. 
The road was 


made as clear as possible under the 
circumstances.Freight trains were side- 
tracked and the road blocked out and 
the most insignificant detail taken into 
consideration that life and limb mi,ght 
be protected. 
The men in every de- 


partment along the road seemed to 
join in the spirit of their superiors and 
from the section man and the track 
walker to the engineer and firemen on 
the ponderous mountain locomotives 
of the Sierras, each in his own position 
was diligent and faithful, notwith- 
standing the long hours enforced by 
the fact of the scarcity of experienced 
men.

STAMP 
BUSINESS, 


Prosperity la Continuous in the Post 


I Office Department. 


Uncle Sam's wholesale and retail 


stamp business is of rniioh greater mag- 
nitude than many people would imag- 
ine,. In fact Unole Sam has a trust 
that is worth having and quite fre- 
quently other parties start into the 
businees of printing stamps without 
first securing a license or even trying 
to get one. The expense however ami 
the risk of counterfeiting stamps makes 
it a business that the counterfeiters do 
not remain with for any great length of 
time. 


At the present time the department 


at Washington is unusually busy owing 
to the olose of the fiscal year and the 
commencement 
of 
another 
twelve 


month of business. The fourth-class 
postmasters over the country, and their 
number is thousands, forward to the 
home office their requisitions 
for 


stamps to serve as stock for the ensu- 
ing year. The month of June is the 
busiest month for the postal authorities 
as it is the time when the requisitions 
for stamps are filled. The idea how- 
ever that the clerks of the department 
hand the stamps is erroneous as the 
bureau of engraving and 
printing 


where the stamps are made is the place 
that is lushed. The postofBce depart- 
ment simply acts as a clearing house 
for the distribution of the stamps. 


It costs the government now just 5 


cents for 1,000 stamps, delivered any- 
where in the United States. One thou- 
sand 2-oents stamps are sold for $iJO. 


During a single year the bureau of 


engraving and printing prints about 
$8,000,000 worth of stamps. This is over 
an average of $1 per head for everj' in- 
habitant of the United States, and indi- 
cates that we are a great race of letter 
writers, assuming that each person 
writes one letter a week. All people 
who write letters however are not 
thoughtful enough to prepay them. 
Some idea of the number of delinquent 
correspondent who like to send their 
letters postage due may be obtained 
from tho fact that, during the last fis- 
cal year the value of the postage due 
stamps affixed to letters without sutB- 
cieni, postage aggregated $450,658, most- 
ly in one aud two-cent stamps. 


Many people believe that the stamped 


envelopes are already things of the 
past, since only business firm, and very 
few of them use them any more. But 
in the past fiscal year the total value of 
such stamped envelopes amounted to 
$12,381,973, or not quite one-seventh of 
the total business of the Post Office De- 
partment. Of postal cards, $5,305,028 
were used during the same period. The 
Bureau of Engraving and printing does 
not maks tho stamped envelopes or the 
postal cards, but confines itself solely 
to the manufacture of stamps. 


Formally these stamps were made in 


New Yoik, but three years ugo the Gov- 
ernment conceived the idea of having 
them made at the bureau. By chang- 
ing in this manner the Government 
saved 2}-< cents a thousand stamps, 
and gets superior work. At first "some 
difficulty was encountered, as the local 
employes were new at the woik. Every 
one romembois, when the first stamps 
came out, with scarcely two pbeotg of 
tho same color, and v.ith mucilage that 
would not siick. 
After tbi'te years' 


piactical operation, however, the bu- 
reau is printing the stamps better than 
they were ever done before. 


The pay of the fourth-class post- 


master is a variable quantity, as it de- 
pends entirely on how much business 
he does during the year. Fourth-class 
postoffices are those where the pay is 
less than $1,000 a year. All others are 
Presidential. In case tho receipts for 
one year are less than $200, the Post- 
master has a first lien on the whole 
amount. 
Of everything additional, 


between $200 and $600 ho gots 60 per 
cent also 
Of everything between $600 


aud $1,400 ho gets 50 per ceut in addi- 
tion. Of all the balance he receives 
40 per cent. There are nearly 6,000 of 
these fourth-class Postoffices, aud the 
department is being ovei run by sippli- 
oations for them, and is apt to be 
bothered in the bame way for tho next 
mouth or so.—Washington Star.
